I have seen nothing in the 
decent papers which come to my hand 
here, as, the Times, Globe, Standard,

indecent ones I never see, heaven be 
praised, and we may safely ignore 
them. 
It would be deplorable indeed 
if the Kaiser were to consider pre­ 
eminently such papers, from which he 
could never glean anything but a very 
distorted picture of public sentiment 
in England. 
“But quite apart from all odious ex­ 
aggerations a feeling of diatrust still 
prevails for which, however, the Kai­ 
ser only has himself to blame. For the 
exceptional sympathy and popularity 
which he enjoyed represented a card 
in hia hand with which he might have 
attained inestimable advantages for 


Germany. 
Now our only hope must

DANZIG, Aug. 10.—The trade war 
between Poland and Germany now 
in progress may have one beneffcient 
result in the opinion of many Danzig 
business men, if it will mean the de­ 
flection of Upper Silesian coal to the 
countries bordering upon the Baltic 
Sea which were formerly a part of the 
Russian Empire. 
Such a deflection 
would, in their opinion prove an ad 
vantage to four interested group: then 
Poland would have a promising new 
market in exchange for the German; 
Danzig would gain much new business 
as the shipping port; the Baltic coun 
trie» coqld obtain the coal more cheap­ 
ly than they can now buy English coal 
Germany could dispose of her Ruhr 
coal without the interferance of Upper 
Silesian coal competition. 
To effect such fundamental trana 
formantion, Danzig must improve its 
loading and unloading facilities. 
At 
present it can'take care of 30,600 tons 
of coal a month, but it la said that the 
machinery for transhipment from rail­ 
way to ocean going vessels is not as 
up-to-date 
and 
time - saving as it 
should be. There is therefore a cam­ 
paign under way among the business 
men for remedying this situation and 
equipping Danzig properly. 
The people of Danzig are the ino~ 
cent victims of another phase of the 
rate War between Germany and Pol­ 
and. Goods of purely Danzig origin 
go to Germany unmolested and in re­ 
turn foodstuffs and other articles in­ 
tended purely for Danzig are premit- 
ted to come into the Free City exempt. 
As a m atter of fact there are prac- 
tially no “goods of purely Danzig 
origin,” consequently exempting that 
class of merchandise 
affords 
little 
colnfort to the Danzig business man. 
While foodstuffs may come 
from 
Germany into Danzig unaffected 
be 
war, the people of Danzig 
get little benefit. 
There are no cus­ 
toms barriers between Danzig 
and 
Poland, the two having been inspar- 
ably linked by the Treaty of Versail­ 
les in a customs union. Thus, Danzig 
dealers find it more profitable to pass 
these German foodstuffs on to Poland 
where they can obtain bettor prices
